6 June 1956, with the following citation: "First Lieutenant Rudolf Anderson, Jr., 
distinguished himself by extraordinary achievement while participating in aerial 
flight in 1955. The effectiveness and courage exhibited by Lieutenant Anderson in 
the accomplishment of this mission, under extremely hazardous flight conditions, 
ably demonstrated his outstanding proficiency and steadfast devotion to duty. In 
the performance of this special mission of vital significance to the United States, 
he has reflected great credit upon himself and the United States Air Force."

Distinguished Flying Cross (Second Oak Leaf Cluster ) was awarded Major Anderson 
15 June 1960, accompanied by the following citation* "Captain Rudolf Anderson, 
Jr., distinguished himself by extraordinary achievement while participating in 
aerial flight from 23 March 1959 to 28 April 1959. The effectiveness and courage 
exhibited by Captain Anderson in the accomplishment of these missions, under 
hazardous flight conditions, ably demonstrated his outstanding proficiency and 
steadfast devotion to duty. In the performance of these special missions of 
vital significance to the United States, he has reflected great credit upon him- 
self and the United States Air Force." 

Air Medal ; By direction of the President, Major Anderson was awarded the Air 
Medal 22 March I960, for meritorious achievement while participating in aerial 
flights during the period 24. April 1958 to 6 July 1958. The effectiveness and 
courage exhibited by him in the accomplishment of these missions, under extremely 
hazardous flight conditions, ably demonstrated his outstanding proficiency and 
steadfast devotion to duty. In the performance of these special missions of 
vital significance to the United States, he reflected credit upon himself and the 
United States Air Force. 

Air Medal (First Oak Leaf Cluster) was awarded Major Anderson L4 September 1962, 
with the following citation: "Major Rudolf Anderson, Jr., distinguished him- 
self by meritorious achievement while participating in aerial flights from 
27 October I960 to 2 December I960 and from 18 October 1961 to 9 December 1961. 
The effectiveness and courage exhibited by Major Anderson in the accomplishment 
of these mi33ions, under exceptional conditions, ably demonstrated hi3 proficiency 
and steadfast devotion to duty. The professional ability and airmanship displayed 
by Major Anderson reflect credit upon himself and the United States Air Force." 

Distinguished Service Medal t Major Anderson was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal posthumously, 20 November 1962, for exceptionally meritorious 
and distinguished service in a position of great responsibility from 
15 October 1962 to 27 October 1962.
